BERLIN, Nov, 14— (By Wirseleas
to London)—Military headquarters
today gave out an officlal announce-
ment as follows:

“"The fighting in western Flanders
continues, Our attacks during the
last few days have been impeded by
the rain and stormy weather and are,
therefore, proceeding slowly., South
of Ypres woe bave taken 700 prison-
ars.

""The British attacks to the west of
Lille have beon repulsed.

"At Berry Au Bac we compelled
the French to evacuats & command-
ing position,

“"Our attack In the forest of Ar-
gonne has made good progress, Here
the French agaln suffered heavy
loases, leaving more than 160 prison-
ers lo our hands.

LONDON, Nov, 14.—Both officlal
and unofficial reports soncerilng the
situation in Flanderd agree that the
force of the German assaults on the
pllies’ lines has lessened and the
fooling is growing In England that
the coveted base for an invasion of
England never will be galned by thoe
Germans.,

A Paris official stateament de-
clares that from the sea to the river
Lys the German action has been less
keem, that the allles have sssumed
the offensive along some parts of the
front, are making progress south of
Bixschoote and have taken a hamlet
onst of Ypres., Artillery duels con-
tinue along the rest of the line.

Dixmude has been reported as re-
occupled by the allles, but this lacks
confirmation. As the allied armies
have resumed the offensive at cer-
taln points, however, there s reason
to belleve that this town may again
bo the center of savage fighting.

"Under the new ruté. ' the department
announced, "an applicant for s passport
must make a swaorn application before a
clerk of & federal or state court within
the jurtsdivtion of which he or his wit-
neases rosldes and the seal of the eourt
must be afflrmed It is also required
that his witness, who must be an Amer-
lean citizen, make & sworn statement in
support of the application before the
same official.

““The appilcant or his witness must be
known to the clerk of the court before
whom the application ls made, or must
be able to satiafy such officer us to his
jdentity mnd the genulnencss of the ap-
plication

“Another requirement of the new pass-
port pules s that an epplicant for o
pasaport is required to state the nammes
of the foreign ocountries which he ex-
pecta to visit and If any such country is
at war, he must state the object of LV

or

viglt therete.
